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INTRODUCTION. 


Here has been almoſt as much' Conteſt 
between the Learned, abour What Form - 
of Government is beſt, and was of Pri- 
5 .mitive Inſtitution, as there has been 
Endeavours uſcd by the Princes and States of the 
World, to propagate their Dominion and Power, 
ro the Diminution of that of their Neighbours. 
This Itch of Superiority and Rule has in all Ages, 
fronrthe Beginning, been the Property of all forts 
of Governments. And though it has been a ge- 
neral Affertian, and pretty common Obſervation 
of Latter Times, that Republicks, whether Ariſto- 
cratical, Democratical, or otherwiſe conſtituted, 
haye not been ſo proper for Extending of Con- 
queſt, as Monarchical Conſtitutions ; yet, that it 
has not been always ſo, is manifeſt from rhe Com- 
monwealths of Rome and Carthage, who enlarged 
the Bounds of their Dominions to a greater De- 
gree than any other Kingdom or State whatever, 
chat we know of, ſave fomewhart more that was 
done by the Introduction of a Single Adminiſtra- 
tion into the former Republick ; which yer did 
not prove of any long Duration, or fixed Settle- 
ment : For, tho' no Empire upon Earth could ever 
rctend to vye with that of Rome in this Particu- 
ar and which therefore, for that Reaſon, we may 
call 4 Univer(:l /Z:narcoy ; yer, being at length 
tired out, and crafic with Age, ſhe ſunk under her 
own Weight, bcing over-run, and divided into 
divers Pieces, by thoſe Nations ſhe ever termed 
Barbarous ; but proved neither ſo contemprible in 
their Arms, nor fo unskilful in Government, a 
the Name they gave them did import. | 
"Tis, indeed, not to be doubred, bur that rhe 
Diviſion made of- the-Empire, by Thecdeſius, be- 
tween 
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rween his twwo Sons, Arcadizs and Honorize, inte 
the Eiftern and Weſtern, did very much precipi- 
fare the Ruin- of it : For, tho' the former, for 
many Ages after, made 4 ſhift to keep up, yer it 
came infinitely ſhort of the ancient Roman,Empire 

for Power and Splendour ; and was fo harafled, b 

degrees, with the Inſults of the neighbouring Na- 
tions, and diminithed by the Conqueits of the Bul- 
garians OVer One part of it ; by the Saracens fubdu- 
Ing Paleſtine, S714, Eg yp! and Culicia 3 by the City 
of Trebeſend, and the neighbouring Countries, With- 
drawing themſclves from under the Obedience of 
it, and chuling an Emperor of their own ; as Greeee 
{t up divers petty Princes, to govern the differcnr 
Parts of it; that the poor Remains thereof yas not 
only ſwallowed up at length by the Turks, bur moſt 
of the {ſaid conquer'd or revoked Diviſions, to other 
very great Acquiſitions of their own, made. both be- 
fore and after,fell under thetr Dominion alfo;which 
made them, for a Time, more formidable in Power, 
chan any other fingle Dominion, known to us, in 
thoſc Parrs of the World. Burt the Fate of the 
i/efern Part of that divided Empire Came on apace, 
thc {ame becoming a Prey to the Germansand Gorhs, 
who, about this time, came in prodigious Num- 
ders, to change their poor Habitarions, for the plea- 
ſlant and Fertile Provinces of the Romans : Britain 
decaime A Prey to the Saxons : Spain fell ro the 
Share of -the 1/77/-Goths : The Gcths, Burgundians 
and Franks made bold with dividing France rovexte 
them::, Rhetia and Nericum were Conquered by the 
Ravarians and Sucvians: A great part of Pannon;c 
and 1/]:ricum tell into the Hands of the Huyrs: The 
Vaudals fixed their Habitations in #frica : And one 
part of the Gorhs ſer up a Kingdom in 1taly, and 


did not think Reme, once Miſtreſs of the World,

; The Empire being thus mangled, and rent into 
| — 
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ſo many different Pieces, the next thing (accordi 
co the Courſe of a corripted and vain World) thefe. 
Invaders went upon, ( after ſome tolerable Sertle-" 
ment in their reſpeCtive.Acquiſitions,), Was, to in-. 
croach upon their Neighbours, and tg'endeavour to 
introduce ſuch a Dominion again upon'the Earth, 
as might (in Imitation of that glorions Empire, 
which all of them,in their ſeveral Turns, had given, 
an helping hand to overthrow) ovet-ropall others, 
and merit the Name of. a Supream and. Univerſal 
One: - Bur there have hitherto, in the Conrſe.of Di- 
vine Providence, ſuch Rubs been laid in theEWay of 
this Peſign,thar it could never be accomphſt'd, tho' 
divers Princes have attempred it with the greateft 
application,and ſome ſeeming probability of Succefs. 
As ſands are nor ſo liable to be invaded, as thoſe 
Kingdoms and States that lie upon the Continent; 
ſo ncither arc they, on The other hand, foproper to 
ro make Conqueſts of others, and to enlarge their 
Territories. And if Greet Britain has COme, in any 
reſpe&, ſhort of other Countries in this Particular, 
this is 4 {ificient Reaſon for it. But there were. 
other Cauſes and Conſiderations, which re ſhall a 
iittle conſider, before we go any farther.” 
Tho' the $:-::25 made an entireConqueſt of the beſt 
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ConzunRion of Seven into One was very canſider- 
able, and that, now ſome. grand Efforts might bave 
been made for reducing the remaining Parts of rhe 
Iſland under one Head ; the Danes, now a very po- 
rent and Sea-fating People, in the very ſame King's 


| Reign,. invaded Britain ; berween whom, and the 


Engliſh, there were continual Wars, for the ſpace of 
240 Years;; and the former ſo far prevailed, that 
three of their Kings reigned ſucceſſively over Eng- 
land, for 46 Years, when the Government return- 
ed again intothe Hands of the Ezgliſh ; bur ſo weak 
and feeble, that in a ſhort time it fell into the Hands 
of 1;!l;am, ſfurnamed The Conqueror, and his Nor- 
mans ; in whoſe Son's Reign, ( Henry 1. by Narhe, ) 
the Dukedom of Normandy was annexed. to the 
Crown of Exgland : Which ſo conſiderable an Ac- 
ceſſion of Strength upon the Continent came yer 
ſhort of a Compenſation for the ſtill remaining Diſ- 
Junction of Scorland and Wales from the reſt of Bri- 
rain, Which the ſucceeding Kings little minded to 
effect : For tho' Henry IT. was the greateſt King at 
his time in our Weſter» World, as being, belides 
King of Ern/and, and Duke of Normandy, by Inhe- 
ritance Duke of Anjou, and by Marriage Duke of 
Aquitain and Poiftou ; yet he was ſo far from going 
chrough-ſtitchwith his intended Conqueltt of Wales, 
or rcduCing Scotland, that his chief Aim was upor 
the Conquelt of Treland ; which, tho' a noble De- 
lign, and in a very great meaſure cffeCted, yer it 
was miſ-placed, and ſhould have followet the Re- 
duction of the other two. Bur whar came to Here y 
upon the Continent, by Right of Inheritance, his 
Son King Tebz, and his Grandſon Henry HI. in a 
manner, totally loſt. But of all the Kings of Eyg- 
land, tothis Time, Edward 1. was the only Prince 
that ſeemed to have a right Notion of Extending 
his Dominions ; and thercfore he never gave over, 
cit} what by fair and foul Means, with an Intermix- 
cuxe of Policy, he entirely;unired Wales rothe King:

of France ; Which was no other, in the main, than_ta 
procure 2 Separate Peace, if poſſible, with Holand, 
and that by the Intervention PF the Prince of Qrange, 
without whom they thought it could not be well ef- 
fected ; and when they found the. Nail would gpt 
drive that way, they quickly turned' their Battery up- 
on Pen{ioner Fazel, but with as little hopes of Succeſs,
